S3?~We dud very often in our dispatches 
the significant pbrasa, "No quarter asked or 
giveD." If we could believe what the reporter 
thus coolly pu'8 dowc from rumor, or from a 
desire that this war 6hould assume ss relent- 
less a character, we would feel that this war 
had gone on long enough. If our Govern 
rncnt cannot enforce ils laws without viola- 
tion of the common lawa of humanity, its 
place had better be supplied by eome other 
Government that will. We d3 not, however, 
believe these assertion?, although they arc 
frequently repeated. We cannot believe that 
the cflicers and soldiers ia the flsld lave a de- 
sire to render tha horrors of war more atro- 
cious than they necessarily must be. We as 
cribe it rather to the desire to make a sensation, 
or that strange misconception of timid minds 
that ferocity is characteristic of cour:g\ To 
them it appears as something very valiant that 
soldiers should bayonet the wounded and 
massacre those who had surrenderee!, 
and in their secret hearts tht.y hold 
tbat the act of Forrest's men at Fort Pillow 
wa6 a very courageous thing. We ara cspe- 
ally told that Butler's men propose to carry 
out the piratical cry of "oo quarter," and it 
is made one of the qualities in him to admire 
that he has initiated such a feeling. Our opin- 
ion oi Butler is quite low enough to believe 
tbat he is fully capable of such an act, provided 
there is no danger of the same measure's being 
meted out to him. As the rebel government 
has outlawed him, he perhaps think* he is 
justifiable in outlawing his own men if he can. 
But we do not believe he can infuse any such 
barbarous sentiments ic the breasts of the 
brave while men under his cemmant'; and as 
to the poor blacks, wc hardly think they will 
be dangerous to any but themst-lv s. We see 
that Grant, though perforce h I hes them with 
him, does not take them into action, but 
keeps them as I useless reserve to consume 
ratious. 

A little cioJeratiou, a little r< fkclion, would 
shew these men who circulate such reports 
tbat nothing would be more dangerous to tbe 
Union cause abroad than that these reports 
should te credited. We cannot suppose that 
the civilized world would Etaud aloof and 
witness the American people murderiDg each 
other in cold blood. It would be their duty to 
interfere. We could cot bicme tbcm for in- 
terfering, and any interference, as was noticed 
by^Mr. 8eward in rejecting the proposition of 
tbe French government, would be decidedly- 
favorable to the Southern Confederacy. It 
would be easy to point out that the adoption 
of tuch a policy would inevitably lead to timid 
councils and indecisive battles. No brave man 
would like to lead an army in a contest where 
no quarter was to be given or taken. We 
notice this because it eeem3 to be heralded 
with a sort ef triumph M showing a very de£- 
perate courage on our part, without ruii irk 
ing that, even if the rumor is true, it would 
show an equal courage on the part of the ene- 
my. But, in fact, there is neither bravery nor 
sense in the policy, however it may be ur^ed 
upon the (Jovernment.

[From the Richmond Dispatch, May 7.] 
The ruthless invader again essays his pc 
liodieal effort to capture this city— the "hate- 
ful city," as he styles It. Our people have be- 
come so accustomed to these marches upon 
Richmond, and the lesser raids of the enemy, 
that they are no longer excited by thpm. The 
spirit-stirring drum and all the emblems of 
war create no excitement in our streets. The 
citizen leaves bU home, his ollicc or his shop, 
in a quiet and orderly manner, as if he were 
trolrg on a matter of private, and not at all 
exiiting business; and the women of Rich 
mond lcok upon the departing columns of 
citizen soldiers— their fathers, husbands 
brothers, friends— not onlv resignedly, but 
cheerfully— proud, Indeed, of the gal- 
lintry of th03e upon whom they lean, in re 
pairing to the point of darger to defend tbelr 
city. A people schooled into a sense of dan- 
ger and e xigeney, as are the people of Rich 
mond, are naturally ready to meet it. But 
this people are animated by something mor* 
than the mere familiarity with the menaces 
of the enemy. They have a hlgh«r education 
to duty and resolution. This they have shown 
throughout this war in their readiness to meet 
sacrifices of all kinds. They have united with 
their devotion to the cause and their resolu 
tion to make any s-.crifice for the public de- 
fense an active humanity and hospitality tbat 
display virtues that will entitle them to some 
of the brightest pages In the history of their 
conrttry. , 

We do not believe the enemy will ever reach 
the city defense?. If they should, however, 
they will be defended in a manner that will de 
prive the foe of all hope of ever reaching this 
place, which he regards as the vital point in 
the Southern rebellion, and waich he hates 
with the deadly hatred of the blood-hound 
and the wolf.

The amended act passed Feb- 
ruary 24, 18C4, makes many material altera- 
tions, and renders obsolete many of the old 
circular?. Not one of tbe six paragraphs in 
the circular you published is now in force. 

A dratted person paying the commutation 
is relieved from the draft tor filling this quota 
— dhe exemption in no case to extend beyond 
one year. 

A -dratted person furnishing an acceptable 
substitute is exempted for the time for which 
such substitute is not liable to draft, not ex- 
ceeding tbe term for which he is drafted. 

A dratted man may, ajler he has reported to 
tbe Board of Enrollment and been examined, 
furnish a substitute or pay the commutation. 

All who have been in the military service 
and discharged before having served two 
years arc liable to draft, q Womack,

LATEST F ROM TH E FRONT. 

Official News of Grant and Shermai 
Grant and Lee Mad-bound-Grant's 
Troops in Excellent Spirits— Two 
Days' Fighting in Georgia— Sherman 
Drives Johnston from Resaca— Sharp 
Fighting on James River — Further 
Details of Sheridan's Raid— His Work 
Not Yet Done— How Lee Gets his 
Supplies, ic.

SHERIDAN'S RAID. 

Washington, May 16. 

L?euten<mt Colonel Ringaland, formerly of 
Rosecrans' staff, and now of Gen. Sheridan's, 
has just arrived here from Sheridan's late 
great raid around Lee's army and through the 
outer e'efenses of Richmond to Bntler. In ad- 
dition to the details of the expedition already 
furnished, he gives some further particulars. 
They fought their way all the time, being 
compelled to "test the enemy's cavalry at 
Beaver Dam. They recaptured the 378 pris- 
oners, with three Colonels and seven other 
officers, of whom special mention has already 
been made. These persons were at oncf 
armed with carbines, and they accompanied 
the cavalry force from that place on, efficiently 
co-operating in the remaining engagements 
before they reached the James river. 

They tad been captured in the battle of 
Sunday from the Fifth and Sixth corp3. The 
heaviest fight the cavalry h»d was at Yellow 
Tavern, six miles north of Richmond, inside 
the outer line of the Richmond defenses. The 
battle lasted all day; General Bragg, the rebel 
commander-in-chief, having himself come 
out from the city, with a division of cavalry 
and two brigades of infantry. Aniontr these 
troops were mmy boys fourteen and fifteen 
years of age. The Richmond bells were ring- 
ing all day, and there were abnndint indica- 
tions tbat tbe most fjveiish alarm prevailed 
in the city. 

We took betw#»f»n 4,000 and 5,000 prisoners, 
and lo3t about 350 killed and wounded, most- 
ly the latter. At Meadow Bridge, where we 
bad crossed the Chickabominy, we had to ad- 
vance a quarter of a mile UDder a heavy fire 
in front and on both flanks, without being able, 
from the nature of the ground, to return If. 
The enemy, however, did not fire very accu- 
rately, and our forces dashed triumphantly 
through. Oo arriving at Turkey Bend, Sheri- 
dan at once obtained supplies acres? the river 
from BntW. Ho is still lyine at Fox Hill, only 
four miles from Butler. His work is by no 
means over, and the country may expect to 
hesr from him again before long. All the re- 
ported captures of loeome fives, the million and 
a half of rations and cars are confirmed. Col. 
Kingsbury saw in the Richmond papers, of the 
13th inst, a dispatch from Major Slaughter, of 
Fredricksburg, gloating over the way he had 
treated our wounded.

EVE NINO. 

Washington, May 16. 
Col. Goodrich, Chief of Su.fi* to Gen. Burn- 
side, who arrived b^re this morning, having 
left Burnside about 7 o'c'.ock last nieht, stvs 
there was little or no fighting yesterday, but 
Lee holds to his new position with great stub- 
bornness. He states that the rebels have been 
subsisting their army from Guinea Station, 
and that they have several days' rations on 
hand. 

There is nothing later from Butler than the 
dispatches already published. Sheridan haa 
onlv gone there for forage, aud will co-operate 
with him temporarily. 

The statement that late official dispatches 
from Grant have bpen received is untrup. Tbe 
latest was to the President yesterday, telling 
him of Hancock's effort to draw the enemy 
into battle. The President, howevir, has a 
rumor that from four until ten vesterday there 
was heavy cannonading Oiher statements 
are to the effect tbat the rebels opened ou the 
Fifth Cotps last night and kept up a vigorous 
cannonading for over an hour without any 
special result. Others from the front insist 
tbat Lee is pushing for the South Anna, and 
that Grant's advance is ores -ing upon his rear 
and flanks. Our army hss changed positions. 
It seems to be thought thatL^e means to tight 
in his present position. There is not a doubt 
but there will be hard fighting yet. 

The following are parts of dispatches which 
failed to get through the lines last night: 

None of the regular press correspondents or 
couriers are through yet to-day, but several 
arrivals bring scraps and detached fragments 
of news that must be taken for what tbey may 
be worth. The latest of these eays that on 
Friday night Hancock nnde a dash on the re- 
maining portion of the enemy's lines to secure 
the eighteen guns which the rebels bad abaE- 
loned, but which bad bee* so mounted behind 
t uge breastworks that under the rebel lire we 
had not been able to bring them off. Tbe re- 
port has it that five of the guns at least, if not 
all, were brought in and that beyond this 
there was no fighting on Friday or Saturday 
mornings. Though nothing positive is known 
as to the direction, it is said that various indi- 
cations lead to the belief in' official circles that 
Lee, will be compelled logo toward Lyach- 
burg rather than Richmond. Oae reason for 
this belief is -that Lee's trains are understood 
to be formed as having to go toward Char- 
lottesville. 

Cairo, May 15. 
Adjutant General Thomas arrived this morn- 
ing on the steamer R )cket, which left Natchez 
last Thursday. Forrest and Roddy were- 
threatening Huntsville and Decatur, Ala. At 
the former place Gen. John E. Smith had or- 
dered all the citiz;os to work on the l'orti 'Ra- 
tions. Late advices from Alexardria indicate 
that Gen. A. J. Smith will be compelled to 
march by land to Missouri, fighting his w:>.y 
out. They have the Red river blockaded with 
batteries bufiicicut to sink the tin-e-lad gun 
boats aud transports.

Speech of Brutns J. Clay, of Ky 
Opinions ol the Radicals. 

Mr. Clay, of Kentucky (Rep.), the Army 
Appropriation Bill being under consideration, 
thus spoke of Federal treatment of r.egroep:

OPENING OF THE CAMPAIGN IN 
GEORGIA. 



Movements of the Separate Corps and 
Divisions — Successf ul Defense of Gen. 
John Morgan, Commanding Infantry, 
Against eur Troops — .Sherman's Flank 
Movement— Gen. WhitakerN Success- 
ful Assault— Detail of Gen. Sherman's 
Movements on Dalton. 



The correspondent of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial, after giving an account of the pour- 
ing of re-enforcementa to Sherman, says: 

TUISIOAT, MAT 3», 

Was principally passed in concentrating the 
Fourth army corps. Major General Howard, 
which wa? stretched along the railroad, the 
left resting at Cleveland, and the right at Ool- 
tawab, ten miles below. 

Camps were broken at noon; and, amidst 
the wildest enthusiasm of tbe troops at the 
prospect of the opening of the spring campaign , 
the line of march was token with the object 
of centering nt Catoosa Springs, three miles 
northeast of Ringgold. On commencing the 
movement the divisions of tbe Fourth corps 
were in this position: Ou the center, First di- 
vision. Major General Stanley; on the left, 
8acond division, Major General Newton; on 
tbe right, Third division, Brigadier General 
Wood. The 8econd division moved down the 
wagon road from Cleveland to Red Clay. The 
roads were in superb condition, and as the 
troops moved very light, without their trains, 
which were sent ronnd by what is known as 
the "old Alabama road," very few of those 
stoppages bo common and aggravating on a 
march were experienced. Red Clay was made 
about six o'clock iu the evenint, and the 
troops encamped for the night. General 
Stanley's division reached Red Clay a few 
minutes before General Newton's, and en- 
camped in the neighborhood. 

WEDNESDAY. 

1 must not neglect to mention that as we 
moved down from Red Clay to Catoosa 
prings, a portion of General McCook's divis- 
ion of cavalry took the lead and had a few 
slight skirmishes with the enemy, driving 
them from onr front upon their reserve. Sev- 
eral of the enemy were killed and wounded. 
Our loss was one man killed. 

THURSDAY AND FRIDAY, 

V -y 6th and (>th, the army, or at least the 
Fourth, Fourteenth aud Twenty-third corps, 
which had arrived at advanced positions, re- 
mained in its position of Wednesday, awaiting 
the arrival of Gen. Hooker's and Gen. Mt-Pher- 
son's corps, who marched around to our 
right, preparatory to a fl ink movement upon 
the enemy's left, for the purpose of turning it. 

General Sherman arrived at tbe front to-day, 
and, in company with other general officers, 
rode along the lines, minutely inspecting the 
country, aud familiar-zing himself with the 
position of his command. This morning, at 
an early hour, a small force advanced upon 
the enemy, who, in small force, held Bald 
Kuob, a small hill about a mile south of Catoo- 
sa Platform, and drove them from it without 
the loss of a man on cither sidp. 

FORWARD, MARCH ! 

Is tbe order for to-morrow morning. Ev- 
erything is packed and in readiness to move 
at five a. m. All extra baggage is ordered to 
the rear, and no wngons will accompany the 
various columns, except what Is barely neces- 
sary to carry rations and forage for heac'iiuariers 
of tbe corps,di visions and brigades. The fourth 
and twenty-third corps, the latter under Gen. 
Scholield, move upon the eneoiy's right flank 
to the right of Rocky Face Ridge, the four- 
teenth corps, in tbe center, through Tunnel 
Hill, and I understand General Hooker and 
Mcl'nerson will move up in the direction of 
Resaca, on the enemy's left. Our line, thus 
formed, will extend a distance of over ten 
mile?, broken only by Rocky Face Ridge, which 
is of very irregular outline' and entirely inac- 
cessible to Iroope. 

SATURDAY, MAY 7. 
At five o'clock in the morniuir the Fourth 
corp?, encamped in the hills abcut Catoosa 
Sorings, moved easr, Stanley takinar the lead, 
foilowed by Generals Newton and Wood. Ar- 
riving at Lee's House in tbe valley to tbe 
rthwest of Rocky Face Ridge, Newton's 
division halted in line of battle. Stanley, 
with his invincible division, moved forward 
abcut a mile further, on the left of Tunnel 
Hill, and throwing out a heavy skirmish line, 
the right of which rested at the base of Tun- 
nel Hill Ridge, where it joined General Davis' 
skirmish' rs, nnder Colonel Dan. McCook, 
whose brigade was on the extreme left of the 
line ( f the Fourteenth corp.o. Tbe left rested 
on the base of Rocky Faeii Ridge. It was 
General Howard's ii.tention to throw Wood's 
div:ston in on the right center to supportGen. 
Stanley; but the enemy presented to weak a 
front that Stanley was able to accomplish all 
tbat was expected — the tarningof the enemy's 
left flank by a movement along Tunnel Hill 
range to the hill immediately in front of the 
town. 

At 10 o'clock tbe enemy, about three hun- 
dred strong, comprising artillery aud dis- 
mounted cavalry, could b.- discerned on the 
ridge commanding the town. Whitaker's 
brigade of Stanley's division at once moved 
forward up the moderate slope of the raDge 
occupied by the enemy, and with a single line 
of skirmishers drove the enemy from the hill, 
assisted by the Fifth Indiana battery, Lieuten- 
ant Morrison, onescction of which was located 
on a commanding hill about a mile uorthwest 
ot tbe town. 

While the Fourth corps was thus engaged, 
Johnson's and D»vU' divisions moved up from 
Catoosa Platform, on the center, and entered 
Tunnel Hill. Davis' division moved along the 
main wagon road ruaning parallel with the 
railroad and threw his line across the valley. 
Johnson came up on the right and entered the 
town by a narrow trail running down lrom 
the direction ot Nickajack Gap. Barnett's Ill- 
inois battery, attacned to Dtvis' division, 
opened their guns upon tbe enemy's positiou 
about nine, and a brisk c.innona^licg was kept 
up Icr two hours, until the enemy was fl inked 
and took iLght. The fire of the enemy's ar- 
tillery was eiuite accurate, and the cavalry dis- 
played remarkable abandon aud contempt for 
our fire, only retiring when compelled to by 
overwhelming numbers. 

Immediately on tbe retirement of the ene- 
my, S;anley threw his column forward along 
the ridge overlooking the approach to Buzzard 
Roost, and joined his right to Palmer at the 
wagon road leading to Dalton. At 1 P. m. i 
small brigade of reb.l infantry approached 
within a mile of our advance and formed in 
an open field, but a few well-directed shots 
from the Fitth Indiana battery soon dispersed 
them, aud thty retired, leaving out a small 
picket force. 

Generals Sherman aud Thomas were early 
in Tuunel Hill, and to-night have their head- 
quarters within a mile of our advance line. 

SUNDAY. 

On Sunday at eight o'clock General John- 
son's division formed a line ot battle a mile 
in advance of its former position, and General 
Howard ordered lorward General Stanley's di- 
vision on the center to develop the enemy's 
podtion. Simultaneously with this order, 
General Newton was instructed to endeavor 
to throw a regiment or two up Rocky Face, 
and to move along it cautiously. Gen. Harker 
was instructed by Newton to execute tbe or- 
der, and promptly selected the One Hundred 
aud Twenty-fltth Ohio, Colonel Opdycke, to 
perform tbe task. 

Oa the summit ot the hill a small force of 
the enemy's skirmishers was met. There was 
no decisive opposition. 

At 3 o'clock in the afternoon John Morgan, 
commanding infantry brigade, repulsed an Sir 
task by Colonel Basby's and Colonel Candy's 
brigades. 

GEN. SCHOFIBLD'S COLUMN. 

General Schotleld, with his corps, tc-Iay 
reached Newton's left, and this afternoon 
moved up Crow Valley, to the left of Rocky 
Face Ridge. He will possibly strike the enemy 
on bis right flank, simultaneously with an at- 
tack on his left by a column now moving for- 
ward for tbat purpose. 

To-day General Howard rod- out to meet 
General Stanley, and while in conversation, 
about a mile from the front, received a bullet 
through his coat. 

MONDAY, MO 

At s : x o'clock Davis' division opened the 
ball on the right by throwing forward bis 
whole line toward tbe bise of Rocky Face 
Creek into the gap?, where the engagement 
took place in February last. Colonel Warner, 
occupying the bill os the immediate left of the 
railroad, while Morgan's brigade, which occu- 
pied the center, carried the hill to the left, or 
immediately to the right of R cky Face Ridge. 
Morgan's brigade was immediately thrown 
round ou the left of the hill, carried by it, and 
pushed rapidly forward through a gap sepa- 
rating it from RDcky Face. In his attack the 
fire was quite brisk, and his loss in wounded 
was about thirty. 

To-night, Newton's line is but a few hun- 
dred yards in advance of where It was last 
night. During the afternoon Wood's and 
Stanley's divisions of tha Fourth corps mode 
an assault upon the base or Rocky Face, from 
the valley, with the view of making a demon- 
stration "in favor of Newton. Very heavv 
skirmishing ensued, in which the line took 
part tor a tew moments, but so rugged wis 
the slope tbat the jutting rocks and steep 
gorges rendered aa assault and capture of the 
ridge impossible, la the operations of the 
dav Wood lost about seventy men woundad 



At four o'clock Gsneral Howard ordered the 
divisions of Stanley and Wood forward into 
the gaps facing the enemy's breastworks and 
fortifications to the right of Dalton. The 
movement had the desired effect, compelling 
the enemy to open his artillery and expose th« 
position ot his batteries. From live until af- 
tar dark a heavy fire was kept up, and when it 
ceased Stanley was far in advance ef Davis' 
position of the morning and extended hi* line 
some distance up tbe slope of Rocky Face, 
supported by General Wood's division. With 
the e xeeption of Davia' division the Four- 
teenth corps was not engaged. 

General Schotleld, with his corps, succeeded 
about one o'clock in getting up and confront- 
ing the enemy's fortifications on the lett of 
Dalton. Brisk firing was heard in the direc- 
tion of his position, and I learn to-night that 
he holds, like the center and right wings ot 
the army , every foot gained during the day. 

PROGRESS OF THB FLANK MOVEMENT. 

A dispatch was received at noon from Gen. 
McPherson, who had occupied Snake Gap near 
Resaca, iu Chattoogata mountains, with his 
force, on Sunday night, which was within six 
miles of Resaca at that time. The General is 
directly on the enemy's flank and it is very 
strange tbat he was permitted to occupy so 
vital a defile without great opposition. Hi* 
present position is about thirty miles in the 
rear of Dalton.and in all propability the enemy , 
in finding his flanks and rear exposed, will fall 
back from the gap in f 
McPberson battle, i 
o flaring fight. 

STRENGTH OF THE ENEMY'S POSITION. 

The pushing forward of oar column oo the 
center to-day has developed the fact that the 
enemy is very strongly fortified in the hills 
and gaps around Dalton. 



EXTRAORDINARY STATEMENT. 



The United States Government Con- 
tracts with Kirbjr Smith for the sur- 
render of the Trans-Mississippi Coun- 
try — Proceedings of Cotton Plun- 
derers Breaking up the Arrangements. 

Information of a peculiar and grave charac- 
ter, intimately involving the welfare of the 
country, comes to us from a highly responsi- 
ble source, and is of such a nature that we 
should not be justified in withholding it from 
the public. Personally knowing nothing of 
the facts alleged, we give the statement in the 
langnige in which It <s made to us, as follows : 

"A contract for the surrender of the trans- 
Mississippi country to the United States was 
made between the Government of the United 
States and Kirby Smith, commanding the 
rebel forces west of the Mississippi river, 
Casey and Butler being the agents" of both 
parties io making the terms of agreement. 
Casey is from Chicago and Butler was former- 
ly Stale Treasurer of Illinois; both are ia the 
confidence of the Administration. 

"The information is derived directly from 
Casey himself. 

"The terms of the contract were as follows : 

"Kirby Smith agreed to retire from the 
country with his army and then disband it; he 
would destroy no property, but, on the con- 
trary, snrrepder all Confederate cotton to the 
United States Government. 

"In order to increase the amount to be thus 
given up, he was largely engaged in its pur- 
chase from private parties, j raying for the same 
double the amount offered by the agents of 
tbe rebel Government, and then branding it 
'C. S. A.,' that there might be no difficulties in 
the way of confiscation and seizore by the 
United States. 

"In return, the United States Government 
agreed to guarantee the safe exit from the 
country to Kirby Smith and his officers, and 
pay for all cotton surrendered twenty cents 
per pound in foreign exchange, with which 
money Smith it Co. were to retire to Europe. 
The Government also agreed to respect pri- 
vate property and to prevent devastation and 
plunder by the troops iu their march into the 
intTior. 

"Casey was asked whether private ; 
m'ght not engage in the business 
Smith's cotton, and replied that the i 
gone too far with the Government. 

"Brigadier General Ellct, commanding the 
Marine brigade, knew the fact of mis arrange- 
ment, bat it is not certain whether Major Gen- 
eral Banks was aware of it or not. 

"It appears that General Banks and Admiral 
Porter had colluded ic a gigantic cotton spec- 
ulation and swindle. They have been seizing 
all the cotton they could lay their hands uoon, 
and if it belonged to private parties they 
would brand it 'C. S. A,' and then confiscate 
it; they were also plundering the country— in 
both acts grossly violating the terms of the 
agreement between the United iliates Govern- 
ment and Kirby Smith. 

"Kirby Smith, seeing his hopes of a retire- 
ment in ease and wealth thus dashed, and the 
cotton he had bought with his private means, 
together with his prospective riches, thns 
snatched from bis grasp, was driven to mad- 
ness and desperation; instead, therefore, of 
retiring from the country, he was making as 
much resistance as lay in his power, and wan 
burning the cotton he would otherwise have 
gladly delivered to tho United States Govern- 
ment. 

"Maj. Gen, Banks may hive been ignorant 
of the contract aforesaid; hut it appears that

The Great Battles in Virginia— What 
Gen. Grant has Accomplished, and 
What Remains to be Done-No Vic- 
lory Gained Yet— Butler has Accom- 
plished nothing — Dreadful Lo«aes in 
Meade's Army— Where is Leer- 
Where is Beanre gardf 

Washington, May 11. 

For four days we have had no end of excit- 
ing rumors and exaggerated reports In rela- 
tion to the great battles in Virginia. To-day 
the truth begins to be known, and I am now 
able to gend to you a tolerably connected and 
clear statement of what has really been ac- 
complished by onr armies, and of what re- 
mains to be don". It is well for the readers 
of the News that they have not been delu- 
ded eithT by the official bulletins of the Sec- 
r- 'arv of War, or with accounts of supposed 
victories, such as have appeared in some of 
the otter papers. The simple truth is, that 
we have as yet gained no victory. We are as 
far from the objective point of the campaign 
—the capture of Richmond— as we were a 
week ago. We have suffered a terrible losg 
in killed and wounded, and we have done 
little more than to dr-monatrate the immense 
advantage which Gen. Lee erjoys in bin va- 
rious defensive positions between the R*pi- 
dan and the Pamunky. In regird to the op- 
perations on and south of the PenlRsula, un 
less mv information is strangely at fault, it is- 
evident that Butler has eccompUshed nolhing; 
that he has been misled by false information 
la regard to th« locality of the main body of 
B"anregard's force; that he has not yet met 
Beauregard; that Beauregard's troopi are 
holding the southern defenses of Richmond, 
and had reached the rciirhborbood of Fort 
Darling long before Batler's advance reached 
City Point, and, of course, were not inter- 
cepted by Butler; moreover, that he can ac- 
complish nothing on the right bank of the 
James river, even if he has 00,000 troops 
The more he has, the worse for Gen. Grant, 
because the latter will need them and cannot 
get them. In a word, the whole movement 
on the James river, from the moment that 
Butler began to land troops, appears »o have 
been so utterly fruitless, that it is difficult to 
imagine that it caii have been made in pursu- 
ance of Gen. Grant's orders. 

The whole of Gen. Lee's operations, since 
onr army crossed the Rapidan, have been in 
exact accordance with the programme indi- 
cated in my letters of April 29 h and May .'>1. 
The furious battles of the 5'h and G>.h instants 
were fought where Gan. Lee's advantage of 
petition enabled him to irflict terrible loss on 
our army, while suffering comparatively little 
bimself The orderly manner in which he 
fell back to Spottsylvania on Friday night, 
with the organization of his army intact, 
proves thi?. Oar lms on these two days is 
now ascertained to be sixteen thousand men 
put hors da combat. The Star, you see, says 
that nearly fifteen thousand of our wounded 
are at Fredrriekaburg, lylDg so thick that 
cur cavalry patrol conld not do its duty with 
out trampling on them. 

The pursuit ol the 7.h W9S cot vigorous on 
our part. The distance to which the enemy 
retired, to Spottsylvanla, was only eight or ten 
miles, yet no general engagement was brought 
ou upon that day. The day was ushered in by 
a furious cannonade on our part, directed to- 
wards the ground from which we had been 
driven the previous afternoon, and which the 
enemy had occupied in the eveuing, but by 9 
o'clock in the morning it was ascertiined that 
all our shot and ammunition had been thrown 
away, for tbere was no enemy there. No woq- 
der that "no reply could be provoked" from 
the rebels. Their artillery had been removed 
to Spotisylvania early the preceding eveniog, 
and all th^ir troops, exc°pt the rear guard, had 
moved off during the night. 

No reliable account ot the battle at Spott- 
sylvania on the 9,h has yet reached here. 
That it was a depperatc and bloody oue is cer- 
tain. The loss of Gen. Sedgwick alone is a 
heavy calamity on our side. It is most likely 
that after the engagement Gen. Lee retired to 
his n< xt defensiva lice, on the right bank cf 
the North Anna river. It is believed h r , 
arid it Is quite probabl", toat Gen. Grant felt 
himsell too much weakened, and believed his 
army too much exhausted to renew the con- 
flict yesterday. Even Mr. Stanton eays plain- 
ly: "Gen. Grant did not design to renew the 
attack to-day," (the 10 h) Why noi? Now is 
the time to make his victory decisive, if he has 
won a victory. Ho had a large verps tie reserve, 
bO.000 strong, when he started on this expedi- 
tion. Where is it* For now is the lime to 
use it. It is a reserve corps no longer. He 
was compelled to bring it into action on the 
6 h, and it took a prominent par: in the ac- 
tion both of that day and of th? I h. 

The idea prevails here to some extent that 
a portion, at least, of Baauregard's troops 
were with General Lee in all of these bat- 
tie.-; that General Meade bus enco.untered 
the latter in his utmost strength; and that 
Lee cannot get any further reinlorcemects 
from Beturegard, This is entirely erroneous. 
No portion of Beauregard's troops have been 
with Lee. To Beauregard and his troops 
have been assigned the defence of Richmond, 
as to him was assigned the tack of seeing 
that the city was properly fortified. WneD 
Beaur- gard turns up. it will be at the rebel 
capital; and there will his troops also be 
found. If they are needed by General 1. • - on 
the North Anna river, or on the Pamunky, 
they will reach him there. But nothing has 
tranepm-d yet to indicate that he does need 
them. The troops that were encountered by 
Butler near Petersburg were some troops ttiat 
had recently beeu in North Carolina. As re- 
gards any attack that Butler may make upon 
Fort Darling, or the other forts south ol R:en 
uaond, it will be labor iu vain, tor he cm make 
t o impression whatever upon t hem. The pre- 
posterous story that Fort Daring has been 
captured, and that the obstructions in the 
James iiver have been removed, is already ex 
ploded.
